The foothill communities are 
vitally interested in approval of 
the bonds because most of the 
development will come within 
our area. Completion of the Up- 
land high school to serve 1800 
students, establishment of a new 
junior college 200-acre campus 
within the Etiwanda area and 
eventual construction of a new 
high school in the Alta Loma- 
Cucamonga-Etiwanda area are 
definitely included in the pro- 
posed expenditure of the funds. 

The tax rate? The proposed 
rate to pay for these bonds will 
be about 20 cents for the high 
school] and 17 cents for the junior 
college. The high school rate 
will be at the maximum figure— 
regardless of whether the bonds 
were for $2,000,000 or as they 
are for $8,500,000,

No indication has been given 
by the city council whether a 
protest will be expressed at the 
public hearing.

NEW ETIWANDA OFFICE

Telephone Co. exchange build- 
ing in Etiwanda and installatio 
of additional equipment within 
the next two years at an outlay 
of $800,000 is scheduled, accord- 
ing to H. T. Powell, local tele- 
phone company manager. 

Present office facilities in Eti- 
wanda are equipped to serve 300 
lines, capable of serving 850 pri- 
mary telephones. The new Office 
would be equipped with 1,000 
lines and 2,000 terminals by the 
end of 1958. Selection of a site for 
the new building has not been 
made public, Mr. Powell report- 
ed.

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Vote Tomorrow on Chaffey 
Bonds For Long-Range Program 


It is not just “another election” tomorrow. 


. It is an opportunity to decide primarily on the fate of the 
high school education of thousands of local students in the 
immediate future and for years. 


It is estimated that $85,000,000 will be required to provide 
fieeded high school facilities for at least eight years—or an 
average outlay of a million dollars a year. 


, Where will the money come from? The money will come 
from local taxpayers through an increase of about 20 cents in 
the Chaffey high school tax rate. If two-thirds of the voters say 
“yes” tomorrow, that approximate. tax increase will prevail for 
q@n indefinite number of years. 


What, a tremendous cost! people exclaim — and such 
exclamations are justified. But what else? It is either adequate 
facilities or double sessions and a resulting “short change” 
high school education for our youths. 


Why so much money at one time? 


It is true, the bond issue could be for a million or two 
dollars now; another million or so next year and so on. 


Such a procedure would be annually more expensive 
and yet the 20-cent tax rate would prevail. Furthermore, the 
year-to-year vote would prohibit a long-range plan for school 
building. Bonds might be turned down — just as they have in 
the two previous attempts — than another crisis would prevail. 


State law sets a bonding capacity limit — 5 per cent of 
the assessed valuation. The Chaffey high school bonding capa- 
city will be at the “ceiling” with issuance of approximately 
$2,000,000 in the new bonds. As previously voted bonds are 
retired and as the assessed valuation increases, additional 
bonds can be issued. Thus, the bonding capacity will be at the 
“ceiling” for some years in the future. It makes no difference, 
therefore, about the sum in the bond total in tomorrow’s vote 
.— whether it is for $2,009,000 or $8,000,000 — the tax rate will 


be at the maximum. 


Completion of the Upland high school campus and pur- 
chase of five new sites for future high schools are included in 
the first phase of the program. Additional high schools will be 
built in Monte Vista, South Ontario and eventually in Cuca- 
monga-Alta Loma — when the need develops and when the 
money is available. 


The Chatfey college bond issue in tomorrow’s election is 
for $5,000,000. Thus the total involved is $13,500,000. 


The college funds are proposed for the purchase of a 
new 200-acre site between Cuccmonga-Etiwanda and the con- 
struction of facilities for 1,800 students. With these new build- 
ings, the present college facilities on the Euclid campus will be 
_ over to the high schoo! district, for a financial consider- 
ation.

If there were an yother way than voting bonds for new 
classrooms, such a method would be preferable. 


Since the classrooms are desperately needed in a long 
range program and since it is more economical to authorize 
the funds now for future expenditures, the most logical and 


the most desirable plan is to give approval tomorrow for the 
bonds. 


: Then members of the Chaffey board of education will be 
in a position to plan for the future, knowing that money will be 
available when additional classrooms are needed in future 
years. 


In any event, VOTE.

It took a mom, Mrs. Sam Gras- 
so, to show me how wrong I 


;was and how little most people 


know: about the pastime and 
all it involves. After I had talked 
to Ray Mayfield, one of the dads 
involved, I had learned a lot 
more. 


One thing I found it difficult 
to understand was the enthusi- 
asm of the devotees. That’s been 
cleared up too. Midget racing, 
it seems, is one pastime in which 
the whole family can participate, 
together. Fathers who go for the 
sport don’t leave golf widows and 
fishermen’s widows behind. Mom 
is in there too, because there’s 
lots for her to do at the midget 
track. 

For one thing it’s up to the 
sponsor or owner to supply a 
quota of trophies. That means 
work for mom. When a service 
station, garage or other interest- 
ed patron doesn’t supply a tro- 
phy the family of the driver has 
to dig down. Trophies for each 
race cost in the neighborhood of 
$60. 

There’s a set of rules in mid- 
get racing, not only for the in- 
ter-track racing competition but 
for safety. On the Upland track 
young drivers wear helmets and 
there’s a safety bar on the car 
that protects the youngster if the 
car turns over, which has hap- 
pened. 

Mr. Mayfield says that insur- 
ance figures show that Midget 
racing is the safest of all sports 


|from the standpoint of insurance 


paid for injuries. ‘‘We’ve never 
had to submit a claim’’, he said 
proudly. He pointed out that 
young Mike Ernst, driver of car 
98, was never hurt on the track 
but he was kicked by a horse.
